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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the Cohen reference fails 
to disclose mapping the first user identification and second user identification to the same local user schema. The Examiner respectfully 
disagrees. 

As disclosed in the disclosure, Applicant teaches that multiple user can be assigned to the same user schema based on the comparison 
the DN, or organization or country name (page 18 - 27 of the disclosure). The user schema is a user account but is shared between users. 
The Examiner intepretes that the local use schema corresponds to a particular application/program with all record and privileged of the 
user in a database or a system. Cohen also teaches that the system will allow the users to access to different systems and application 
(col. 6, lines 38 - 42) by comparing the PKM data (including name, domain information... (col. 5, lines 30 - 44)) and the CIM information 
)col. 6, lines 39 - 43). An example is given in col.8, lines 9 - 20. Using this type of information, multiple users can access to the same 
system/application, and because the system/application must have multiple users. Therefore, the Cohen reference does disclose a 
mapping between multiple user ID and the local user schema , and can be applied to the instant claim invention.
